There has been no arrivals from below since 
the De Sote, and we are without further de- 
tails of the occupation of Fort Pillow. 

Since my last dispatch, I have conversed 
with Capt. Carroll of the De Soto, who in- 
forms me that the steamer Ocean Queen ac- 
companied the gunboats down the river till 
they were opposite Fort Randolph, and re- 
ported just as he was starting, that they were 
on the way to Memphis. 

I therefore see no reason to modify my 
original opinion that by this time the Federal 
flag is floating from every prominent point in 
that city. 

I confidently expect that the next dispatch 
from our correspondent will be dated at Mem.
